Italy, th* Navy's flight to the North 
Pole. William Jennings Bryan's 
fight on evolution, the million-year 
old fossil eggs found in China, the 
superiority of the Nordic and the 
Virgin birth of Christ.

races include all those peoples

The "Garden of Eden" was not in 


Mesopotamia but in Denmark, says 
Jensen in "Fire and Ice." the first 
volume of "The Long Journey."

The percentage of increase in the de- 


cennial period from December 31, 1912 to December 31, 
1922 has been 72.2, the national wealth at the close of 
1912 being $189,299,664,000. 


In the same period the per capita wealth has increased 


more rapidly than the population. 
In 1912 tho per capita 


wealth was $1,950 and in 1922 $2,918, an increase of 49.6 
percent. 
This enormous increase in money v, ealth is, to 


a certain extent, more apparent than real. 
Primarily it 


is due to a rise in prices in recent years and onlv partly 
to an actual increase in the quantity of national wealth 


According to the classifications of property made by 


the Department, there has been an increase in value in 
every class save that of live stock alone. The estimated 
value of taxed real property and improvements increased 
from $96,920,106.000 to $155,008,625,000 or 609 per 
cent. Exempt real property, exclusive of national parks 
and monuments, rose from §12,313,320.000 to $20,505,- 
819,000, or 66.5 per cent.

Unless vast sums are regularly invested in new 


fighting ships and equipment there is bound to be an 
enormous deprfciation. 
It is true there is a depreciation 


in all machinery and stocks of goods, but not equal to that 
in fighting ships. 


The above figures also show the strenuous deflation to 


which farmers have been subjected the last four years. 
This period of deflation and falling prices is to continue,

worthy the housewife's seri- 


ous consideration. Heav/ luncheons 
are not appreciated on hot days and 
are a lot of extra work, which makes 
having- guests a matter of painful 
endeavor, instead of the pleasure il 
should be. 
First, a cold clam broth or a jellied 


tomato or chicken broth, or an iced 
melon may be offered. 
Then plates 


of bread and butter sandwiches, cut 
thin, olives, swcei pickles, iced tea 
or ten, punch, and the; s&lad-plates 
should follow. Kach plate may con- 
tain five salad mixtures served on 
leituce leaves, and in the centre, in 
a lettuce-cup, a half-dozen little rosy 
radishes. 


One salad may be fish mixture, 


one a potato salad, one a chicken or 
sweetbread salad, one asparacus or 
mixed vesetables and the- fifth may 
be a jellied .stlarl. 
These salad- 


plates 'may be followed by an old- 
fashioned 
strawberry 
s'horUaUc. 


All of Ihe salads should bo pre- 
nari'd in the morning curly, in liowls 
which may be placed in the ice-box 
until needed. 
Only the cliessinss 


have tc. be added.

may also be made a>'<l sot aside.

In making fish salads, freshly- 


boiled, home-cooked fish makes a 
lighter rfnd daintier salad than the 
.canned fish, the texture of which is 
made firmer and more solid by the 
canning 
process. 
The 
chickens 


should be boiled the day before. The 
white meat may be used for tho 
salad, while the dark meat may be 
reamed for family use. Skin, bones 
and trimmings should be thrown 
into the water the cnickcns were 
boiled in to make a good strong 
bouillon, or into the regular soup- 
stork pot. 


Th€- j.-llied salad may be made 


with a jelly foundation and may be 
poured "over deviled eggs that are 
highly seasoned and placed in a cup 
mi-uld to be jellied. In making the 
potato salad, if the' onion is grated 
the salad will be more delicate. 
A 


pleasing addition is a se"ded cucum- 
ber diced or minced fine, which 
gives a very pleasant flavor with 
the right dressing. 
This may be 
a boiled dressing or a mayonnaise 
made with the addition of one stiffly-
